Automatic Action 
In Military Field

WASHINGTON, Feb.

' The seven nations negotiating an 
Atlantic security treaty are under- 
stood to have reached substantial 
agreement on the draft of a de- 
fense clause, covering action In 
event of an attack. 
This has been the greatest single 
Issue between the United States and 
Western European governments In 
the long negotiations which opened 
last summer. The accord now re- 
ported is regarded by diplomats as 
clearing the way for prompt ^com-

Nor- 
wegians are-convinced the Soviet 
way of life Is harder than 
their 
own. 


This is a kingdom with a king, 
but a labor party government runs 
the country. 


Norwegians are putting up with 
austerity for the sake of economic 
recovery, but they can see an end 
to belt-tightening by 1952, if the 
world stays at peace. 
There Is freedom of speech and 
press. The only police you notice 
In Norway are directing traffic. 
The Norwegian Communist par- 
ty has a dally paper which used 
to be bought by 70,000 readers in 
1945. It now sells 10,000 copies and 
15,000 are given away. 


The Communists got 11 of the 150 
seats in" parliament in the last el- 
ection in 1945. They are expected 
to lose five In this year's electoral 
campaign.

Flood Warning Is

Stream Is Out Of 
Banks In Dallas; 
Rise Continuing

Numerous streams in North Tex- 
as were at flood stage today fol- 
lowing overnight downpours rang- 
ing: up to three inches on 
their 
watersheds. 


The main concern was along the 
upper Trinity river that rose rap- 
idly during the morning and caus- 
ed the U. S. weather bureau to 
Issue flood warnings along 
the 
stream and Us tributaries. 


At 1 p. m. the Trinity reached a 
stage of 34.04 feet at Dallas, and 
was still rising. Flood stage :. 28 
feet. A crest of 87 or 38 feet 
was 


expected by tomorrow. 


Levees were handling the over- 
flow in the Dallas area, but thous- 
ands of acres of lowlands above 
and below Dallas were flooded. 
Heavy rain was general in Cen- 
tral and North Texas. A weakened 
bridge over Onion Creek in Ellis 
county caused the Burlington to 
re-route Its trains over Southern 
Pacific Lines between Dallas and 
Corsicnna. 


Many homes were flooded 
at 
Fort Worth by lost night's down- 
pour. Streets in a number of sec- 
tions were blocked and cars stall- 
ed.

Will R. Wilson, Jr., hard-driving 
district attorney of 'Dallas couny,

Dallas pyramid clubs has recently 
made news there, talked to 
the 
Corsicana Lions Club here Thurs- 
day at noon, urging the changing 
and * revision of the out-dated Tex- 
as penal code. 


"The two present penal codes 
used In this state were drawn up 
in the 1870's," Wilson pointed out, 
"and they leave 'loopholes' in your 
liberties.""Bights Violated." 
"The basis of democratic gov- 


ernment is the protection of thn' 
individual's rights and liberties," 
the youngish prosecutor continued, 
•and there Is never a crime where 
somebody's rights have not been 
violated." 
'Professional criminals are the 


ones who take advantage of these 
loopholes to escape their just pun- 
ishment. And those who must en- 
force the law must fight them 
with obsolete laws made before 
the day of radio, telephone and 
modern transportation," he said. 


Wilson was advocating a revis- 
ion of the Texas codes, a move 
that is before the state legislature 
at the present time, and which was 
sponsored by the Texas State Bar 
Association. 
"This law Is not a prosecutor's 


hill," he stated. "We don't want a 
bill that deprives anyone of the 
right of a fair trial. All we want 
Is to put a certainty in the law,

From start to finish, the concert 
was sheer delight, and one really 
had the Impression that the Dallas 
Symphony Orchestra never played 
with such splendor of sound and 
dazzlement of virtuosity. As for 
Mr. Doratl, his whole being radi- 
ated the Immense enjoyment he 
seemed to extract from every bar 
of music. 
Members of the orchestra were 
magnificently responsive, and the 
dominant characteristic of their 
playing was an engaging enthusi- 
asm which effectively transmitted 
Itself to the audience.

The conduc- 
tors' radiant and sensitive interpre- 
tation of the work elicited prolong- 
ed applause from the highly appre- 
ciative audience. 


Johannes Brahms was responsible 


for the second number on the pro- 
gram—the famous Symphony No. 2 
which holds a special place in the 
hearts of all connoisseurs of music. 
In general, Mr. Doratl Is a conductor 
who knows his craft and music to 
the last degree, and his perform- 
ance of the Brahms masterpiece 
was highlighted with outstanding 
musical insight and imagination.

AUSTIN, Tex., Feb. 
24—(IP)— 
"Fairly favorable" conditions pre- 
vailed In Texas commercial vegeta- 
ble areas the first two weeks 
In 
February, the U. 3. Department 
of Agriculture said today. 


Temperatures had regained seas- 
onal 
levels following the 
severe 


freeze of Jan. 30-31. The slowly 
rising temperatures were accompa- 
nied by misting rains which pre- 
vented Immediate replanting of the 
totally damaged tender vegetables 
and slowed harvesting operations. 


During the second week, the full 


effects of freeze damage to hardy 
type vegetables were becoming evi- 
dent. Both leafy and root crops 
•were hurt worse than earlier con- 
ditions had indicated and the qual- 
ity of many crops was lower than 
had been expected. Damage and 
the lowering of quality was heav- 
dest in the more advanced crops. 
Considerable acreage of younger 
plantings of hardy crops for late 
season harvest was expected 
to
